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An other ſozte lyue without all feare,and ho- 
neſtie. a kylthye lyfe, as wel of thoſe that conteſſe 
the golpell, as thoſe that hateth it: thoſe becauſe 
they knowe not the abhomination of their ſinne, 
and the ſeuerite of Goddes angre againſte if, bee 
not mete to haue the goſpell ot᷑ remiſſion of ſpnne 
RE vnto them, but to be inſtructed. in the 

awe, and rather bzoughte to a feare of goddes 
punychmente, that remapneth foz all impenitent 
perſones. They choulde be excomunicated , and 
punyched with the diſtiplpne of Goddes woꝛde, 
that fyꝛſte they mighte knowe theyz (ynne, and 
acknowledge their damnation , Thus Lhiiſte 
taught the yonge manne that truſted in his owne 
wozkes, Matth. 19. Warke.1o, Luke. ig. becauſe 
he was an Pppocryte,he pzeached not vnto him 
the golpell of freremiſſion of , but ſende 
hym to the lawe and to the wozkes therof , not 
that he mente man coulde fulfpll the lawe, 5 
ſtifie inn (cif by the woꝛkes thcrof:oz that Chʒiſt 
woulde not he Goulde be partaker of hys mercy, 
but that the hypocrite mighte cum to acknow⸗ 
ledge of ys ſynucs, the Ire of God, and dam⸗ 
nation ot᷑ him ſelfe by the lawe. 

The whiche thinge knowen,he Gould be ton⸗ 
ſtrained of neceſſite, to ſeke hys ſaluatiõ by fapth 
in Lhziſte Jeſu, extepte he woulde periche in hys 
ſynne. Sap ntte Paule dyd not byd the Coꝛrin⸗ 
thians pꝛeache fapthe and remiſſion of ſynne vn⸗ 
to the adulterour that continued in inne: but 
byd them extommunicate hym, and as manpe as 
dyd ſphe offence , and that no man choulde cat 03 
dye with hym. 1. Coꝛinthe. 7.

Thus they 
fay:tyc ſcripture hath ſo many miſteries in : 21s 
ke, and is to hard (oz cure capalite. Dome ne 
thc letter, ſometyme the ſpirit,and bothe 
mud be vnderſtande. Farther they the docs 
toꝛs bzaule, and chyde detwene them frlfes , and 
ho we chou! de the vnlerned vaderſtand it a right. 

Wyo can tell ſapth an other whether this be the

then choulde it contepne all verites, and haue no 
nede of mannes lawes. Rowe the ger ateſte parte 
ok ſuche as hath the name of Chziſtianitie, ſaye 
tat Goddes lawes ſaueth no manne. inſtructeth 
noman a righte,no it is not holſome foz manne, 
except it behoſpe , and ayded by the lawe of the 
dychops. Thus the wozlde oweth to the —_— 
decrces that haue call:d the auctozite of the hol 
teſtament, that contapneth alltreweth ( who 
Cuficicncie, and veritie is ſcaled with the pꝛeti⸗ 
ous bloude of Chziſte) into doubt, and not into 
doubt oncip, but clene obꝛogated it, and pʒeterred 
they} owne lawes. Conter thepz pꝛeachinges, 
and miniſtracion of the Satraments wyth the 
Holye worde, and lawe of God, and ſe. 
Other ſape J haue no wyptte to vnderſtande the 
worde of god, and if Jhad, pet haue Soo leaſure 
to lerne it. Igainſte this obicction £Yoles auns 
ſwereth, aud layth this lawe is ſufficient, is ſims 
ple, and plapne, caſpc to be vnderſtande, a perkpt 
doctrine, and required of ali men. Thus hc pꝛo⸗ 
upth it.

By the whiche wozdes it appe⸗ 
reth that God hath made his will, and pleaſure, 
ſimple,and plapniy open vnto hps people, with 
apte ſentences, and op:n wozdes , and alſo pus 
the lame nere vnto vs that we choulde not leke if 
with great daunger of our lyfe,to ſaple into the 
ns toʒ it, oꝛ loke it in heauen aboue ,as thoſs 
at receaue al thynges by rcuclation oz apparis

By theſe woꝛdes we ſe, that 
in the greateſt ſynner that is, is a certapne 
rule, and knowledge to lyue welby, pf he dyd 
fa!owe it. Do confounded, S. Paule the gentiles 
Roman . of ſynne, becauſe they knewe the cuill 
they dpd , was condemned by the teſtimonpe ot 
thcpz owne conſcicnce , Foz the lawe of God 
to do well by, is wywtten naturallpe in the heart 
of cuerp manne. De that wyll diligentlpe ſearch 
hym ſelte hall ſone kynde the ſame , and (ncaſe 
manne woulde behokde hys owne pmage booth 
in body, and in ſoulc thoughe there were no 
lawc wyytten, noz hcaucncs ouer oure heades
